Max Sorenson Died One Day Before 
Expiration of Life Insurance, 
Chicago, May 9.—A sinister fact In 
connection with the death of Max 
Sorenson, the first husband of Mrs, 
Outlines^ was revealed Friday, when 
It became known that he died just one 
day before an insurance policy whirl! 
he had been carrying for sonic years,
